Background 


A Review of Previous Reports on Park Use Statistics 


In the past, statistics on the use of Canada's National Parks have 
been presented in the Statistical Reference. In 1968, 1969 and 
1970, a Reference containing data on National Park campgrounds was 
produced. In 1971, 1972 and 1973-74, the Statistical Reference was 
expanded to include data on gates, interpretive facilities and 
services, and visitor services (including campgrounds). 


Since 1969, histograms and analysis sheets have been used to present 
data in the Reference. Histograms are graphs showing the amount of 

use recorded for each day of the operating season. Analysis sheets, 
which are in tabular form, are based on the same data as the histograms. 
They have changed in content with each succeeding Reference as 
information needs became more clearly defined. The analysis sheets 

in the 1973-74 Statistical Reference contain data such as use of gate, 
facility or service by month, use by type of day and a comparison 
between 1973 and 1974 use statistics. The Statistical References 

of 1971, 1972 and 1973-74 also include information describing a selection 
of special studies which were conducted by, or under the auspices of, 
Parks Canada. 


Reference Material: 1973-74 Statistical Reference 


Special mention should be made of the 1973-74 Statistical Reference. 
Chapter I of each volume of the 1973-74 Statistical Reference is 

devoted to an assessment of the data collection and reporting procedures 
for National Parks, National Historic Parks and Sites and ARC (Agreements 
for Recreation and Conservation). Also included in Chapter I is a 
selection of definitions which are vital to the understanding of park 
use statistics. It is intended that this chapter be used, ona 
continuous basis, as reference on the data collection and reporting 
system. Therefore, little background information is provided in this 
report. The reader unfamiliar with the data collection and reporting 
procedures is advised to consult the 1973-74 Statistical Reference. 


The 1973-74 Statistical Reference also contains trend data. In Chapter 
V of each volume, statistics on the use of regular campgrounds for the 
years 1968 to 1974 and statistics on group campgrounds for the years 
1972 to 1974 are provided. National Park and National Historic Park and 
Site attendance is presented for the fiscal years 1950/51 to 1974/75. 


National Parks: 1975 Park Use Statistics 
New Format 
The title of this report, National Parks: 1975 Park Use Statistics, 


indicates that data for National Historic Parks and Sites are not 
presented here. In the new format, use data for National Parks are 


displayed in tables which summarize use of gates, facilities and 
services for the months of April to September. In previous 
References, data were presented for October as well. However, it 
was felt that eliminating this month would accelerate publication 
of this report. 


Histograms have been eliminated from the report. However, the 
capability to produce them has been retained and requests for 
individual histograms can be sent to the Socio-Economic Research 
Division (SERD) in Ottawa. It will take approximately two to three 
weeks from receipt of the request to produce a histogram, longer for 
a large number of histograms. 


The decision to develop a new format was based on several factors as 
explained below: 


(i) The ever-increasing amount of data makes it impractical 
to continue on a course which will result in volumes of 
data so immense that the reader will have difficulty in 
locating that particular item of information which is of 
interest to him. 


(ii) In a report commissioned by Parks Canada, entitled 

Park Use Statistics Collected by Parks Canada: Status 

and Recommendations,+ the recommendation was made that 

the Statistical Reference, in its present format, be 
discontinued. The results of this study and other feedback 
which SERD has received from Reference-users indicates 

that the high cost of producing the kind of data which 
appeared in previous References (especially the histograms) 


is not justified by the amount of use which is made of the 
data. 


(iii) The new format will enable SERD staff to produce a 
report on park use statistics in a shorter time than has 
been the case in the past. In line with this goal, a 
further reduction in the amount of detail included in 
the tables is planned for future reports. It is intended 
that eventually the report will appear in the December 
following the summer season. In this way, statistics will 
be available when the most use can be made of them, 
e.g. in the preparation of budgets. 


Park Use Statistics Collected by Parks Canada: Status and Recommendations, 
prepared for Parks Canada by Balmer, Crapo and Associates Inc. 


b) Organization of Data 


In this report, use data for gates, facilities and services are 
grouped in the following manner: Chapter II contains campground 
data; in Chapter 3 are data on recreational facilities and 
services excluding campgrounds; Chapter IV contains data on 
traffic entering monitored gates, summarized for each park. 
Background information and description of the tables in which 
use data are displayed appear at the beginning of Chapters II 
through IV. 


A special note is needed on the manner in which park facilities 
and services are classified. This classification is changing 
and will continue to change, in keeping with the increased 
flexibility provided by the new data processing system. It is 
expected that this new system will be operating for the 1976/77 
fiscal year. The classification over time is shown in the 
following chart:

The present data processing system does not allow for organization of 
the data as shown in the proposed classification for future reports. 
Gate and campground data appear in separate sections and interpretive 
and visixcor services (excluding campgrounds) data appear in the same 
table. It should be noted that the individual facilities and services 
are not presented in alphabetical order within each table. This too 
will be changed with the introduction of the new data processing system. 
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¢) Location of Reference: Maps 


Since the data presented in this report for each component are 
grouped by region, a map has bean provided on the page opposite 
showing the area encompassed by these regions. As well, at the 
beginning of each set of campground tables for a region, there 

is a map of Canada with that particular region shaded in. And 
finally, a map of the region showing the location of the National 
Parks appears at the beginning of each set of facility and service 
tables for a region. 


d) Requests for Comments 


Because a new format for presenting park use statistics has been 
developed for this volume, the Socio-Economic Research Division 
would appreciate receiving comments from readers concerning the 
usefulness of this format. Specifically, SERD would like to know 
whether the information presented in this volume is useful to the 
reader. Should the reader feel that figures other than, or in 
addition to, those provided here would be of greater use, it is 
requested that suggestions for change be forwarded to SERD.

CHAPTER II USE OF NATIONAL PARK CAMPGROUNDS 


The data on National Park campgrounds are contained in four separate 
tables. Tables 1 to 3 show campground use statistics for campgrounds 
with individual campsites. Statistics on group campgrounds are 
presented in Table 4. 


Campground data are ordered as follows: the first breakdown is by 
region, with Atlantic Region data appearing first, then Quebec Region 
data, and so on, ending with the Western Region; within each region the 
data is organized by park, in alphabetical order; within each park 
individual campground data are ordered according to the numerical code 
assigned by Parks Canada. 


It would be preferable to have the campgrounds ordered alphabetically, 
since this would aid the reader in locating data on a particular 
campground. However, aS was stated in Chapter I, this difficulty will 
be rectified with the implementation of the new data processing system 
in the 1976/77 fiscal year. 


All of the tables which present data on campground use are set up in the 
following manner: (i) the table number and title is centered at the top 
of the page; (ii) the name of the park appears in the upper left-hand 
corner of the table; (iii) where meaningful, the statistics for each 
park are totalled and these totals appear at the end of each set of 
campground statistics for a park. 


The statistics which appear in each of the campground tables are briefly 
described in the following section.

3. Variation in the Number of Party-Nights 1974-75: the difference in 
the number of parties staying overnight in campsites in park camp- 
grounds between 1974 and 1975 in number (DIFF) and percent (% CHANGE) 
for the individual months of April to September and the total difference 
over those months.

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CHAPTER III USE OF NATIONAL PARK FACILITIES AND SERVICES 
(EXCLUDING CAMPGROUNDS) 


The data in this chapter cover both interpretive facilities and services 
and visitor services (excluding campgrounds). These two classes of 
facilities and services are intermingled in the organization of facility 
data within Table 5. As was pointed out in Chapter I, the proposed 
classification of park facilities and services will allow for separate 
sections for interpretive and visitor services data in future reports. 


The ordering of the data in Table 5 is similar to that used for 
campgrounds: the table is broken down by region, park and then 
individual facilities. A description of the statistics in Table 5 
appears in the following section.

Data collected at National Park gates are presented by park total only. 
It is important to note that the statistic "number of vehicles" 

refers to all types of vehicular traffic entering a park, e.g. 
commercial, pass through, visitor. 


As with the other tables in this volume, Table 6 presents the use 
statistic for the individual months of April to September and the total 
for those months. The unit of count is always number of vehicles, except 
for St. Lawrence Islands National Park in Ontario Region which reports 
use in number of persons. 


For those readers who are interested in knowing the individual gates 
from which the data were obtained, a section has been provided at 
the end of this chapter. In this section the gates which reported 
data are listed in alphabetical order for each park.

document, to the public. Sets of 


survey data are also available for 
further analysis by others.

Chapter two is a vitally important 
component Of this statistical 
report and should be consulted 
whenever the data in Chapters three 
and five are used.

Five statistical overview tables 
appear in Chapter three. They 
provide a fiscal year (April 1 to 
March 31) summary of regional and 
national data on: (i) National 
Park attendance; ‘ii) National 
Pot ori c.

Attendance data for National Parks 
are obtained from the NPC 9; 
Summary of Traffic and Attendance 
form. The measure of attendance is 
number of visits (or visitor 
entries) into National Parks, 
usually calculated by applying 
partition “factors to raw traffic 
counts. It is important to 
understand that the unit of measure 
for attendance is number of visits 
not number of discrete visitors, 
since one individual may make 
several visits to a park or site 
over the course of a fiscal year. 
Non-visitor entrants, who are 
defined as persons in a park for 
business reasons (park staff, 
concessionaires) and full-time park 
residents, are not included in 
attendance figures. Wherever 
possible, visitor entrants who 
leave and re-enter the park on the 
same day are excluded from the 
visitor count on their second or 
subsequent re-entry. Those readers
